SENATE  REFORM. 

..  Once  more  the  question  of  Senate  re- 
form has  come  rap  promiuently.  It  has 
t>een  intermittently  a  subject  of  debate 
ever  since  the  Hon-  David  Mills  prom- 
ulgated h  ae  part  of  hie  radical  plat- 
form early  In  the  seventies,  when  .he 
and  Hon.  rMward  Blake  and  others  of 
bis  particular  school  started  a  news- 
paper in  Toronto  to  give  effect  to  their 
propaganda.  Practical  politlciana,  ae 
Kir  John  JAaedonald  was  io  hia  dky 
and  as  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  now  s, 
frave  never  favored  a  change  in  either 
the  status,  or  method  of  appointing, 
senators.  It  is  a  useful  instrument  for 
the  party  in  power,  especially  if  the 
majority  in  the  senate  is  in  accord  with 
ftthe  government,  of  the  day.  Being  a 
»K«ly  of  principally  elderly  men  the  va- 
cancies occurring  are  very  frequent, 
ami  it  affords  an  opportunity  to  eatisfy 
aspirants  for  political  honors,  and  healal 
many  an  nnarward  tireach  in  the  poli- 
tical situation. '"While  the  Liberals  were 
in  power  they  naturally  viewed  with  a 
great  deal  of  unfriendline»M  il.e  iiiMtrn- 
ibent  which  the  government  need  to 
their  own  advantage:  since  they  have 
come  to  power,  and  the  unfriendly  ma- 
jority has  been  ehntigM  to  a  friendly 
one.  tbey  regard  its  obvious  demerits 
trjtb  a  more  kindly  eye.  It  has  served 
their -purpose  well,  as  it  did  that  of  their 
■predecessors.  Hence,  to  some  extent, 
the  relative  attitudes  of  the  two  parties 
towards  It,  -Bave  "been  altered,  and  *i 
find  perhaps  a  greater  deaire  on  the 
part  of  the  Conservative  opposition  thai* 
of  the  Liberal  government  to  make  a 
change.  .

Winnipeg  on  Tuewdnj  evening  beat.  The 
Kree  Press  t  hue  rop-ft.  the  railway 
magnate*,  speech: 

Mr.  Mill,  arising,  was  greeted  with 
long  continued  Hpplan-c  It  wa«  a  \et.s 
great  pleasure  to  Iihii.  he  said,  to  meet 
again  friends  In  Winnipeg  known  to 
him  ba  the  early  dsys.

The 
great.  Xnrthweat  wa.  unknown,  ami  it 
was  coin-eived  that  the  arable  land  of 
the  west  extended  no  farther  than  iV» 
miles  west  of.  thta  city. 

"At  that  time  we  made  tip  «ur 
minds  ',  he  saM.  "to  cover  the  country 
smith  of  the  international  boundary  - 
nud  to  give  up  our  interests  north  of 
the  IrfMlndarj.  " 

"There  is.  however,  one-  city  which 
no  line  running  from  the  east  to  the 
west  rhi*mgh  thes#>  district,  can  disre- 
gard, and  that  is  Winnipeg. 

"Tour  city  has  greatly  grown,  but  I 
want  to  say  to  yon  that  yottr  growth 
has  just  .begun.  All  that,  eastern  Can- 
ada has  done  in  the  past  one  hundred 
years  you  should  do  in  the  next  tweTMy- 
five.  It  Is  an  old  saying  that  (tod  made 
the  country,  lmt  man  made  the  town, 
and  nil  the  citi**  of  the  world  depend 
on  the  country." 

Mr.  Hill  fhen  referred  to  the  exceed- 
ingly rapid  development  of  the  Cnited 
s-. The  Increased  population  of  the 
I 'tnted  ettstew  had  been  due  in  some 
measure  to  the  vast  Immigration  .and 
this  great  immigration  would  now  pour 
into  Ceaade  The  Dominion  should 
.therefore  cling  to  its  pirtajc  domalS, 
and  should  protect  H  at  all  haurd*.
